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Roadside bomb and gunfire inject new dimension in Gaza violence 
Security men escape armed ambush

GAZA CITY - For the first time 
since the current wave of unrest be- 
gan in the territories more than two 
months ago, explosives and firearms 
have been employed by a Palestin- 
Jan against security forces person- 

nel, it was revealed yesterday, 

Close to midnight Tuesday, a 
bomb placed on the bypass highway 
near here was set off as two vehicles 
carrying security forces passed 
nearby. 

According to military sources, the 
device was set off by a Palestinian 
hidden in a position overlooking the 
highway. After the bomb exploded, 
the attacker or attackers operied fire 
on the vehicles with small arms, but 
no injuries were recorded. Though 


the men in the vehicles opened fire 
and gave chase, they were unable to 
apptehend suspects. : 

IDF officials last night expressed 
extreme concern over the attack, 
coming in the wake of an incident 
last Friday in which a Khan Yunis 
Tesident was killed when a device he 
was apparently attempting to assem- 
ble exploded prematurely. 

In a third instance, an IDF patrol 
early yesterday came upon what ap- 


peared to be a bomb laid on a 
- central Gaza highway, with attached 


electri€ cords leading to an adjacent 
orchard. But sappers called to the 
scene discovered that the device was 
a fake.

nails, shatpned metal objects and 


nail-studded boards along main 
Gaza streets and highways, as part 
of a Jarge-scale effort to discourage 
residents from commuting to jobs in 
Israel, and from engaging in loca) 
commerce. 

The commercial strike, which was 
only partial when PLO factions initi- 
ated it earler this week, gained near- 
ly unanimous support yesterday, 
following a decision by the region’s 
Islamic fundamentalist coalition to 
throw its influence bebind the boy- 
cott call. 

Local observers noted that yester- 
day, for the first time, the white flag 
of Islam appeared in Gaza streets, in 
addition to the red, green, black and 
white PLO banner. ᾿

Katyusha rockets fell in Galilee 
Jast night and a South Lebanese 
Amny soldier was killed and three 
others wounded in clashes with gun- 
men inside the security zone in 
South Lebanon, as terrorists 
stepped up their activities there. 

Several katyushas exploded in 
Galilee causing slight damage but no 
injuries. There was no panic and 
life in the region quickly returned to 
normal. It was the first katyusha 
attack against northern Israel in a 
month. The IDF spokesman said the 
122-mm. rockets had been fired 
from north of the security zone. 

In two separate incidents along 
the perimeter of the zone earlier in 


the evening, gunmei attacked a 
SLA patrol and a nearby stronghold 
with RPG’s and light weapons fire. 

One SLA soldier was killed and 
three others wounded. Two of the 
injured were later transferred by he- 
licopter to the Rambam hospital in 
Haifa. The third, who was reported 
to have slight injuries, was treated at 
Marjayoun hospital. 

The attacks, believed to have 
been perpetrated by Shiite extrem- 
ists. occurred in the region of Kan- 
tara village which has been relative- 
ly quiet recently. 

Informed sources in Israel said 
they expected the present upsurge in 
terrorist activities in South Lebanon 
to continue for the time being.

Settler gets 
six months 
for killing 
demonstrator 


TEL AVIV (itim) -- A six-month 
sentence, to be served in some form 
of commmnity service, was yester- 
day handed down on a settler who 
six years ago fired into a group of 
stone-throwing children and teen- 
agers at Balata refugee camp near 
Nablus and killed one of them. 

In October 1982, Nissan Ish- 
Goyev, of Hinanit, was driving 2 
garbage truck in the Nablus area. 
On his way to Balata to remove the 
garbage he came upon the group, 
which was throwing stones at pass- 
ing cars, including a police patrol 
car. 
According to the prosecution, 
Ish-Goyev got off his truck, and shot 
two bursts from his Uzi at the group, 
“from the hip, at a straight angle,” 
killing 13-year-old Hashem Lutfi Ib- 
Maslem. Prosecuting attorneys 
Moshe Shiloh and Zemira Goldner 
called for a 10-12 year sentence, in 
order to deter Judea and Samaria 
settlers from taking the law into 
their own hands. 

District, Court Judge Uri Stros- 
man noted that Ish-Goyev’s trip had 
been approved by policemen, who 
knew that a demonstration was in 
progress but did net give him proper 


He found tbat the accused's deed 
was in “the area of manslaughter 
that is close to negligence. In his 
getting out of the truck to shoot into 
the air, I see no fault.”

But sources close to Peres denied 
that Swiss financier Bruce Rappa- 
port had raised the Iraqi demand in 
Δ meeting with Peres. They reiterat- 
ed that Peres had not taken serious- 
ly the Bechtel offer, made by Rap- 
paport, since such a proposal had 
never been made by American 


officials. 

“Peres basically ignored his whole 
conversation with Rappaport,” the 
sources said, “‘and continued to con- 
tact the administration alone on the 
matter, which had been discussed by 
successive Israeli governments since 
1981." : 

The Bechtel offer involved oil 
sales to Israel at reduced rates for a 
period of 10 years. The anticipated 
savings annually from the offer were 
expected to be $65m.-570m., or 
300,000 barrels of oi. 

Shultz had excluded himself from 
dealing with the pipeline. because of 
his past association with Bechtel, as 
executive vice-president. 

After refusing for several years to 
provide a written guarantee to the 
Iraqis, Peres, then-Foreign Minister 
Shamir and Defence Minister Rabin 
relented in November 1985. In a 
carefully worded letter to then-Na- 
tional Security Adviser Robert 
McFarlane, Peres wrote that “the 
Israeli government is prepared to 
extend guarantees,” that the Iraqi 


pipeline would be “inviolate from 


any unprovoked Israeli initiative or 
action.”

The Likud faction formally de- 
manded that Foreign Ministry direc- 
tor-general Yossi Beilin set up an 
emergency team to repair the dam- 
age done in the U.S. to Israel's im- 
age, due to Peres’ involvement in 
the affair. “The affair makes Israel 
Jook like a banana republic where 
things can be fixed up fast if you are 
on good terms with the national 
leaders and you grease their palms.” 
the Likud said. 

Likud chairwoman Sara Doron 
told The Jerusalem Post: “The alte- 
gations against Peres are too serious 
to be left hanging in the air. The 
vital interests of the State were al- 
legedly exploited, to replenish party 
coffers. A handwriting expert 
should .examine the note which 
Peres allegedly wrote.” 


Her colleague Benny Shalita said 
he would never believe that Peres 
was after personal enrichment. 


“But onthe other hand, there are 
lots of precedents for the Labour 
Party identifying its own interests 
with those of the State. Where party 
funding is concerned, the Likud may 
not have been blameless, but La- 
bour always put the Likud in the 
shade,” Shalita said.- 

Ammon Linn (Alignment) said,’ 
“Peres is much too sensible and- 
much too careful to raise funds for 
the party illegally. Whoever seeks to 
smear Peres this way, takes him for 
a fool. I don’t believe the allegations 
one bit.

PRAGUE (AP) - Czechoslovakia 
and East Germany announced yes- 
terday the impending removal of So- 
viet nuclear missiles from their terri- 
tories, prior to ratification of the 
superpower intermediate-range mis- 
sile treaty. 

The announcement in Czechoslo- 
vakia’s Communist party daily 
newspaper Rude Pravo said the SS- 
12 Soviet missiles stationed on 
Czech territory would be removed 
“in the next few days.” 

‘The announcement coincided 
with a statement in East Germany 
that withdrawal of the $S-12 
Shorter-range missiles from East 
Germany would begin today. 

Under the arms control agree- 
ment signed by the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union last December’ in 
Washington, all intermediate- and 
shorter-tange nuclear weapons in 
Europe will be scrapped within 
three years. 

The U.S. Senate and Supreme So- 
viet have not yet ratified the treaty 
signed by President Reagan and So- 
viet leader Mikhail Gorbachev at 
their third summit meeting. The So- 
viet’s ruling Politburo has approved 
the pact, virtually assuring ratifica- 
tion by the Supreme Soviet. 

Rude Pravo presented the move 
to withdraw the missiles as a signifi- 
cant gesture by the Kremlin, stress- 
ing that the missiles are being taken 
out before the treaty is ratified by 
the Senate. 

“A further expression of good 
will, similar to [others] made by the 
Soviet Union ... is that according to 
an agreement with Czechoslovakia 
and East Germany, it will begin in 


the next few days to pull out from 
the territory of both states the mis- 
sile units equipped with OTR-22 
Tnissiles,” Rude Pravo said. OTR-22 
is the Warsaw Pact identification for 
the missiles Nato calls SS-12. 

A brief statement issued by the 
-East German diplomatic mission in 
Bonn said, “Withdrawal of the Sovi- 
et shorter-range missiles from the 
German Democratic Republic will 
begin on Febrary 25, 1988." East 
Germany announced last week that 
Soviet SS-12 missiles had been dis- 
mantled, crated and were ready to 
be transported back to the Soviet 
Union, 

According to figures released af- 
ter the superpower arms treaty was 


signed, there are 54 SS-12s in East | from Tyre to Unifil's headquar- 


Germany. 

The East German statement said 
the missiles would be removed to- 
day from two East German sites -- 
Bischofswerda and Waren. 

Czechoslovakia has never said 
how many Soviet missiles were in- 
stalled on its territory, but Western 
statistics put the number at 39, The 
only location ever given for the 
weapons was a military base near 
Hrenice. 300 kilometres southeast 
or 6. 

In 1983, Nato began installing 
U.S. cruise and Pershing 2 missiles 
in Western Europe to counteract 
Soviet missiles pointed at the West. 

The Kremlin responded by mov- 
ing some SS-12 missiles from their 
bases in the Soviet Union to East 
Germany and Czechoslovakia, put- 
ting them within striking range of 
the West. :

New-found dinosaur egg may — 
hold world’s oldest embryo ΄΄. 


AMERICAN FORK, Utah (AP) -- A dinosaur egg discovered in a quarry 
may contain the oldest embryo ever found, a scientist says. 

An X-ray of a partially collapsed egg,-the size of a human fist, has 
revealed a 2-centimetre-long gray area that appears to be the crude outline 
of an embryo, said Wade Miller, a Brigham Young University 
paleontologist. ᾿ 

In the scan, the egg shel! appears white. Most of the egg’s interior is dark 
gray except for a tiny area that has the shape of a head and other features, 
Miller said. 

“ The egg was discovered last September in the Cleveland Lloyd Quarry 
where scientists have uncovered thousands of allosanrus bones. a meat-eater 
that stood up to 6 metres high. 

Miller said skeletal remains of the dinosaurs that lived during the Jurassic 
Period, from around 210 million BCE to 145 million BCE, have ranged from 
45kg. juveniles to 3-ton adults. Ν 

William ΓἸογὰ Stokes, professor emeritus at the University of Utab and 
one of the scientists who excavated most of the bones, said dinosaur eggs 
usually cannot be associated with a particular species. But he said because 
this egg was found among a great deposit of allosaurus bones, it likely was 


from an allosaurus. 


It is among the oldest eggs or egg fragments ever discovered, and if it in 
fact contains an embryo, would be the oldest dinosaur embryo found, Stokes 


said.

“We do not see how this suppres- 
sion of non-violent political activity 
can possibly contribute to a peaceful 
solution to South Africa's prob- 
lems,” he said. ἡ 

Howe said Britain was particular- 
ly concerned black opponents of 
Pretoria’s racial policies should not 
lose hope for peaceful change. 

Shridath Ramphal, secretary-gen- 
eral of the Commonwealth, said the 
crackdown was an act of brutality 
with horrendous implications. He 
‘urged the international community 
to condemn the move.

Dukakis, Gephardt — 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republi- 
can presidential hopeful Bob Dole 
was riding high yesterday after twin 
victories over George Bush in Mid- 
western preludes to next month's 
“Super Tuesday’ showdowns. 
Democrats Richard Gephardt and 
Michael Dukakis swapped victories 
and said they were eager to carry 
their battle into the South. 

The Massachusetts governor won 
in Minnesota on Tuesday, and dealt 
Sen. Pau! Simon a crushing defeat. 
Gephardt was the winner in South 
Dakota with Dukakis a respectable 
second. 

Dole won both states handily, 
with Bush far, far behind. In Minne- 
sota, the vice president finished 
fourth behind former television 
evangelist Pat Robertson and Con- 
gressman Jack Kemp. In South Da- 
kota, with Dole winning all 18 of the 
delegates at stake, Bush was nar- 
rowly edged for second place by 
Robertson. 

“L hope it can help me in the 
South,” Dole said of his latest vic- 
tories. Most of the 16 Republican 
and 20 Democratic contests on Su- 
per Tuesday - March 8 ~ are in 
southem states. 

Bush was buried in the Tuesday 
night retums,, running third in South 
Dakota and fourth in Minnesota. 
After his embarrassing defeat two 
weeks ago in Iowa, Bush chose to 
head south rather than take on Dole 
again in contests in the central prai- 
rie region that is home ground to 
Dole, and to Gephardt. 

Bush is regarded as the front-run- 
ner in the south. 

Gephardt and Dukakis were 
quick to hail thetr Midwest victories. 
“This ... was a t victory,” said 
Gephardt. Dukakis, who finished 
second in South Dakota, said, “I 
think it’s very good news for us be- 
cause we've finished strong in every 
one of these states.“ 


Also able to claim a measure of 
victory were Robertson, who was 
running second in both Midwest 
states, and Democrat Jesse Jackson, 
a minister. who is also the major 
parties’ only black candidate, who 
was battling Sen. Paul Simon of ΠΗ- 


nois for second place in Minnesota. ; 

Congressman Jack Kemp, third in, 
Minnesota and a dismal fourth in 
South Dakota, was facing a decision: 
on how much longer he could con- 
tinue his pursuit of the Republican 
nomination. 

Gary Hart, who had been the 
Democratic front-runner before bis 
campaign was derailed by the reve-. 
lation of his liaison with a model, 
also suffered another discouraging 
showing with 5 per cent of the vote — 
in South Dakota and 1 per cent in 
Minnesota. Unable to get 10 per 
cent of the vote in two consecutive 
primaries, Hart stands to lose his 
eligibility for federal matching 
funds. 


Also teetering on the edge was 
Simon, who vowed Tuesday night 
that “there is no way I'l get out of 
the race tomorrow, absolutely 
none.”” 

Sen. Albert Gore Jr. of Tennes- 
see described his third-place finish 
in South Dakota as a “pleasant sur- 
prise.” even though he worked hard 


In the state and got just 8 per cent of - 


the vote. 

Robertson said he was “‘absolute- 
ly delighted” with the results in 
South Dakota but said he was disap- 
pointed with his Minnesota. 
showing. 4 , 

It was Dole, grinnmg broadly and 
acknowledging the cheers of sup- 
porters in South Dakota and then 
Minnesota, who had the most to 
crow about. It was in sharp contrast 
to his black mood of a week ago 
after his loss in New Hampshire. 

In returns from ail but one of 
South Dakota's 1.151 precincts, 
Dole had 51,529 or 55 per cent of 
the vote compared to 18,275 or just 
under 20 per cent for Robertson and 
17.416 or 19 per cent for Bush. 
Kemp trailed with 5 per cent. 

Dole’s South Dakota victory gives

S. Korean students battle police 


as Roh ready to take power 


SEOUL (Reuter) - Thousands of 
railical students fought police in cen- 
tral Seoul [ast night as President 
Chun Doo Hwan bade farewell to 
South Koreans before tianding over 
power today to former army’ col- 
league Roh Tae Woo. 

The students, shouting slogans 
denouncing Chun, Rob and what 
they called U.S. support for military 
dictatorship, massed in front of the 
Catholic cathedral and then tried to 
take to the streets. 

The large force of riot police 
standing by opened up with volleys 
of tear gas, witnesses said. Reports 
spoke of running battles with stu- 
dents raining rocks and petrol 
bombs on police. 

Earlier a handful of students 
briefly occupied the American cul- 
tural centre in central Seoul before 
being dislodged by police who broke 
in through a back door. 

The country's 140,000 police were 
on an emergency footing, with or- 
ders to their arsenals against 
possible radical attempts to seize 
weapons for violent protests, a po- 
lice spokesman said. 

Hardline students and the nation- 
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al coalition for democracy, a'iajor 
dissident grouping, called yester- 
day's protest to defy “vote-cheater™ 
Roh, who won power last December 
with 37 per cent of the poll after 
‘what the Sppodiion called wide- 
spread ballot fraud. Two rival oppo- 
sition candidates totalled 55 per cent 
of the vote. 

Ex-general Roh, 55, is due to take 
the oath of office this morning at a 
grandiose ceremony outside the na- 
tional assembly in southern Seoul. 

At a farewell banquet at a Seoul 
hotel last night Chun, who took 
power in a 1979 military coup after 
Park Chung Hee's assassination, 
told the nation he did not seek the 
presidency and was now proud to be 
the first South Korean leader to 
hand over the reins to an elected 
successor. 

In an _emotionally-charged 
speech, Chun said, “I have made

NABLUS - At midnight in the cold, 


dimly lit bivouac, a soldier resting . 


on a cot accepted a cup of hot coffee 
and a sandwich from 14-year-old 
Aviad Ofri. 

The bivouac. in an unfinished 
building near the El-Amari refugee 
camp, lacked all but the bare neces- 
sities. A large flapping plastic sheet 
loosely covered the opening; there 
was no toilet, and a steady stream of 
Tain water poured from the ceiling. 
It was the last place to expect coffee 
served in bed. : 

West Bank settlers introduced 
this gesture three weeks ago, in part 
to express appreciation for, the sol- 
diers’ efforts to clear rock-strewn 
Toads and restore order. 

At Shavei Shomron, off the Tul- 
karm-Nablus road, families divided 
up into seven groups that took turns 
delivering coffee, sandwiches, sun- 
flower seeds, nuts and cigarettes to 
units in the area. 

“We're trying to give them a 
boost,” said Natan Brender as the 


Austin carrying the goods crept 
along the slippery road towards 
Nablus. “Unless they see us backing 
them, they'll feel that we’re 
parasites.” 

Driver Arieh Ofri, deputy chair- 
man of the Samaria Regional Coun- 
cil, said: “The soldiers come up 
against Arabs all the time. We don't 
discuss politics, but when they re- 
ceive the coffee, they realize there 
are Jews here as well.” 

Preparations for the “coffee pa- 
trol” were completed at 10.30 p.m. 
when Aviad placed a can of coffee 
and a bag of sugar into a blue plastic 
container and his grandmother, Zip- 
pora, finished buttering the last pita 
and inserted sliced tomatoes and cu- 
cumbers. But Zippora advised the 


men not to distribute the cigarettes. © 


“It’s not healthy.” she said. 

Brender and another settler 
moved into the back seat, holding 
their M-16 rifles, and we set out 
towards a unit of the Engineers 
Corps. 

The unit was selected because one 
of its soldiers had reported food 


shortages when he hitched a ride 
with a settler the day before. 

The windshield wipers rhythmi- 
cally pushed aside the snow and 
Tain, and we finally spotted the biv- 
ouac. Guards stood near two burn- 
ing logs, trying to keep warm. 

They directed us to a dark con- 
crete staircase that led to the second 
floor, which was so packed with cots 
and two-way radios that there was 
hardly any room to move. 

The unit's commanders were in a 
nearby room, listening to a lieuten- 
ant discuss logistical problems. 

The settlers hauled the container 
and sandwiches upstairs and deliv- 
ered the coffee to the “conference 
room" and to soldiers huddled in 
their sleeping bags. 

The gesture boosted the troops’ 
low spirits. Service here was 
“shitty,” several men told The Jeru- 
salem Post. 

“All these Arab sons-of-bitches 
run after us, throw stones, curse and 
scratch us. They know we can’t do 
anything to them,” one soldier said. 

“We work round-the-clock, and 


then the media write that we hit 
Arabs,” another lamented. 

“I haven't had a shower for a 
week,” ἃ third complained. 

By now the streets of Nablus were 
deserted, except for occasional mili- 
tary traffic. Two brown-booted Na- 
hal troopers were spotted at the en- 
trance to their headquarters, and 
Offi pulled up beside them. “Want 
coffee?” he asked.

Red Line activists -- ‘an Arab-Jewish model 
of reality many people no longer believe in’

Of all the new “peace camp” ini- 
tiatives of the last three months, the 
Red Line seems to have taken the 
leadership in two key : Jew- 
ish-Arab cooperation and the ability 
to tum a spontaneous initiative into 
a logistical coalition of a variety of 


groups. : 

The Red Line's plans for a four- 
day Galilee-to-Jerusalem “Peace 
March of Jews and Arabs Against 
the Occupation,” began as a sponta- 
neous response to the events in the 
territories. The group deliberately 
avoids any partisan influence. 

From the start, the Jews in the 
group, including poet-editor Yorick 
Verter of Moshav ΚΙ and Sgan 
Aluf (res.) Dov Yirmiyah, who dur- 
ing the Lebanon war was assigned to 
provide aid to refugees, have sought 
the involvement of the Galilean 
Arab leadership, as well as Zionist 
groups from Peace Now and further 
left. 

The Committee of Heads of Arab 
Local Authorities has been involved 
almost from the start in the Red 
Line, which in newspaper advertise- 
ments yesterday announced the de- 
tails of its four-stage march from 
Rosh Hanikra to Jerusalem. 

Each stage will end at a central 
urban location, where a mass rally 
will be held. 

The first leg begins Sunday in 
Rosh Hanikra, and ends in Acre, 


the second starts in Kiryat Bialik ° 


and ends in Haifa, the third begins 
at the Glilot Junction near the Herz- 
liya Country Club and ends at the 
Tel Aviv Museum, and the fourth 
begins at Motza and ends in 
Jerusalem. 

What has distinguished the Red 
Line is its ability to draw into its 
planning committees activists from 
other groups, and its readiness to 
gamble that the drama of a four-day 
march will draw enough media in- 
terest to turn the final stages of the 
protest into a wider movement of 
Jewish-Arab cooperation that could 
continue its activities after the four- 
day march. 

_ “The peace camp,” says Yir- 
miyah, a septuagenarian who in re- 
cent years has been deeply involved 
in fighting the influence of MK Meir 
Kahane, “can be compared to 
groups of partisan fighters lost in a 
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large forest. Each group believes 
that it is alone. 

“When one smail group meets up 
with another,” he says, “it can cre- 
αἴξ great optimism. The danger is 
that it’s very easy for two partisan 
units to fire on each other, mistak- 
ing each other for the enemy.” 

Yirmiyah believes that the Red 
Line’s advantage over other peace 
groups is its emphasis on Jewish- 
Arab cooperation. 

“For years, Israeli peace groups 
have chosen not to cooperate direct- 
ly with non-Zionist groups,” he 
says. “But the issue is between the 
Jews and the non-Jews, among Is- 
raelis both Zionist and not. And the 


Red Line recognizes that, which is * 


why I've stayed involved.” 

At each stage of the march both 
Jewish and Arab speakers will be on 
the platform, with intellectuals, 
rather than politicians, in control of 
the microphones. 

While there will be a natural ebb 
and flow in the size of the marching 
crowd, Red Line organizers hope to 
maintain a relative balance between 
the numbers of Jews and Arabs. 

If neccessary, say organizers, they 
will bus Galilee Arabs to Tel Aviv 
and to Jerusalem for the last two 
days of the march, in order to main- 


tain that balance, which they view 85.

So far the various peace camp 
groups have not attacked one anoth- 
er, but many of the groups’ spokes- 
men have said they felt that Peace 
Now, the largest of all the organiza- 
tions, had not taken any leadership. 


Peace Now spokesmen say that in 
order to draw the largest possible 
numbers, they must be careful to 
avoid any direct identification with 
what they view as more radical

Negotiations between the Red 
Line and Peace Now, which had 
been planning its own march, ended 
with Peace Now giving only tacit, 
rather than public, support to. the 
Red Line.

Hason says that “walking togeth- 
er“ will demonstrate the “extra sig- 
nificance of Jewish-Arab coopera- 
tion in these times. 

For Hason and other Arab lead- 
ers in the Galilee, the Red Line is an 
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opportunity to express what Kafr 
Yassif's Nimer Murkus called “our 
concern about the image of the state 
of Israel, about the future of democ- 
tacy in this country and the future of 
the two peoples. 

“The march is an expression of 
mutual respect for the legitimate 
aa of both peoples,” Murkus 
said. 

According to Yirmiya, some 55 
groups around the country are 
working toward Jewish-Arab coop- 
eration.

THIS NEW version of La Traviata, first performed last year within the 
framework of the Israel Festival can be defined as a partial success — not bad, 
but not sufficiently convincing. It gave a mixed impression. The stage 
scenery was splendid, the choir scenes vocally and visually beautiful and 
imaginative, and the minor roles all satisfactorily cast. Mezzo-soprano 
Varda Kotler as Flora, baritone Raphael Frieder as the Baron, bass Edi 
Chama as the Doctor and soprano Asia Davidov as Violetta’s maid, Annina, 
all performed creditably. The Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra, under its 
conductor Arthur Faeger, proved not only wholly supportive but conveyed 
many fine nuances and set the right atmosphere for all the three acts, the 
prelude and interlude. 

The star was baritone David Pittman-Jennings as Alfredo's father, Ger- 
mont. He sounded utterly confident and dedicated throughout, dramatically 
natural but at the same time movingly passionate. Exquisite in voice and 
poignantly sincere, he makes a Germont. 

All this could have resulted in a first-class productiun. The weak spots 
were the two leading roles, Violetta and Alfredo. Without denying soprano 
Gustafson's merits, she was far from convincing. Her voice lacks sensous 
tendemess, clarity. of line and beauty. of timbre.. Her heavy vibrato, which. 
she discarded only in her pianissimo passages, was irritating and she never 
achieved a convincing musical-dramatic combination. 

Even less success! 
not have been better but his voice simply lacks expressiveness. While he 
should have been exerting every nerve of the music. his singing was never 
exciting. Although both singers improved remarkably in the second act, the 
third and final acts were barely moving. 

To sum up: While choral scenes and ensembles were all gratifying, the 
arias and duets, which should be La Traviata's highlights, remained mostly 
ineffectual.

A significant ruling was given last December in the 
Tel Aviv District Court by Judge Heggin, the implica 
tions of which are important for taxpayer aad consultant 


The case involved two taxpayers who. in partnership, 
set np a business to supply office services, including the 
photocopying. The copying machines were placed on 
university campuses and elsewhere. Some of the ma- 
chines were purchased outright and others were ac- 
quired under lease“buy agreements with financing com- 


es. 
PThe question that arose in this case was whether these 
machines were. in fact. leased to the respondents. In that 
case the rental payments during the term of the lease 
would be treated as rental payments and, therefore, 
deductible for income tax purposes. The tax authorities, 
however, insisted that the machine were in effect being 
purchased under the lease-buy pacts. 

The respondents claimed that if, in fact, the lease-buy 
contracts were to be regarded as outright purc! 
deals, then they should be allowed to deduct nat only 
regular depreciation. but accelerated depreciation for 
excess use of the equipment as well as the interest and 
linkage differences on the credit payments made to the 
suppliers of the machines. ᾿ 

The two agreements discussed in court were both for 
three years, the first containing an option to 
the machines at the end of the lease for a token NIS 1. 
The other had no such option. but the calculation was 
based on 2 low annual interest rate of 13.76 per cent. In 
both agreements. the full amount of the purchase price 
of the machines was covered. All the parties agreed that 
at the end of three years photocopying machines, in fact. 
have a negligible value. 

The tax authorities held that the option to purchase 
the machines at the end of the lease was not a real or 
valid because the value involved was negligible. In fact, 
acquisition had really taken place, in their view. at the 
beginning of the period. . 

In addition the authorities noted that the full price of 
the machines had been paid at the beginning of the 
period - rather than at the end when they had no value — 
further indicated that this was an outright sale at the 
outset. If the life of the machine had already come to an 
end, and if the full purchase price had already been 
paid. then there was no longer anything tangible to buy 
at the end of the lease period. 

The respondents did. in fact, indicate that they based 
their refusal to recognize these agreements as lease-buy 
transactions in terms of the well-known Section 86. This 
enables them to disallow transactions that are artificial 
or of a fictitious nature and whose main purpose is to 
reduce taxes. 

Significantly. the tax authorities also maintained that 
according to generally accepted accce'utting principles, 
such lease-buy transactions had to be reflected in the 
financial statements as a purchase of a capital asset and 
not as a lease-buy deal. 

A transaction may be a regular rental one, at the 
conclusion of which there may be a contract of purchase, 
and such deal may be genuine without any intention to 
get around or reduce taxes. 

The tax authorities are generally bound to recognize 
such agreements and treat them as rental ones so long as 
they such conditions continue, and as purchase 
ments where the right to exercise an option at the end of 
the lease converts the rental arrangement to one of sale. 

However. where the purpose of the lease arrange- 
ment is merely one to conceal an outright 
transaction, then the situation is different and the ques- 
tion here is when and to what extent the assessing officer 
may ignore the legal structure of the agreement and 
treat it as an outright sale: . 
τ᾿ It would appear that the intention of the 
reflected in the actual business outcome of the arrange- 
ments and circumstances of the transaction are deter- 
mining factors here. If, for example, a machine whose 
life span is, say, five years is leased for five or six-years, 
it would appear unreasonable that the leasee would rent 
the machine for a period exceeding its actual life span. 

It was held by the court to be unreasonable that a 
person would pay rental payments that are, in fact, 
merely the purchase price of the machine, without any 
additional interest for the period of the lease. The 
parties declared. in fact, that the life span of the ma- 
chines and the rental agreements were both for three 
years. The amounts paid in terms of the rental contracts 
were, in fact, equivalent to the purchase price of the 
machines.

Another improtant aspect of the case dealt with allow- 
ing the deduction of depreciation, or even accelerated 
depreciation, and also finance charges. If the transac- 
tions were, in fact, not lease-buy but outright purchase, 
then the appellants in effect acquired the machines and 
should be entitled to depreciation and finance charges 
because the machines, as is clear from the facts, were 
not purchased for cash but paid for in payments over 
three years, : 

Therefore, the purchase was made on credit with both _ 
interest and linkage differences. The judge also dealt at 


length with the claim for accelerated depreciation as ©

Without going mto-too much detail here, the judge 
did recommend that this be reviewed by the assessing 
officer, including the question of whether certain of the 
machines in fact were entitled to accelerated deprecia- 
tion if ‘they worked more than a daily work schedule 
(that is, in excess of eight hours).

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The strange pipeline case 


“BUT then discretion is demanded on our part,” Shimon 
Peres, at that time Israel's prime minister, wrote by hand in a 
letter dated September 19, 1985. Jt was addressed to “Dear 
Mr. Mees,” and given by Mr. Peres to Geneva-based ex-Israeli 
millionaire Baruch (Bruce) Rappaport for delivery to the U.S. 
attorney general by the latter’s friend and lawyer E. Robert 
Wallach. Whatever the merits of that curious letter, discretion 
does not seem to have been one of them. Two days ago it was 
aptly “‘declassified" by the recipient for his own unstated 


reasons. 


Mr. Meese’s reasons are, however, of lesser importance 
than Mr. Peres’s intentions, and these have aow become a 
matter of the highest political relevance. 5 

The subject under discussion was a proposal, which eventu- 
ally came to naught, for the construction of an oil pipeline 
from Iraq to Jordan’s Aqaba. That proposal had already been 
approved by a group of ministers including Mr. Peres and the 
then foreign minister, Yitzhak Shamir, as being in line with 
Israel's own national interest. The Iraqis were given an oral 
pledge, through the U.S., that Israel would not stage an 
unprovoked attack on the pipeline. 

This, however. evidently did not satisfy the Iraqis, and 
neither did it satisfy Bechtel, the giant American corporation 
that was to have been the major contractor for the pipeline. 
Bechtel, acting through Mr. Rappaport, insisted on an Israeli 
commitment, to be given in writing. not to bomb the pipeline 
under any circumstances. In return. Bechtel was willing to sell 
Israel oil at reduced rates for ten years. 

Strangely, Mr. Peres did not bother to take fellow ministers 
into his confidence about this Bechte] idea. The reason for that 
failure now cited by “sources close to the foreign minister” is 
that Mr. Peres did not treat the matter with any seriousness. 

The explanation might ring convincing if it were not for Mr. 
Peres’s rather mystifying Jetter to Mr. Meese; and especially if 


it were not for the similarly 


declassified memo from Mr. 


Wallach to the attommey general, dated September 25. 1985 - 
six days after the despatch of Mr. Peres’s own communication - 
which refers to a suggested payoff to Israel of between $650 
and $700 million, a portion of which, according to Wallach, 
was supposed to go to the Labour Party. 

Mr. Wallach claimed in his memo to have received his 
information from that other friend. Mr. Rappaport. 

All this reads like the stuff of madness. So, surely. does Mr. 
Wallach’s other reference in the memo. to Labour's supposed 
anxiety to bring over more Soviet Jews on the ground that, 
being Ashkenazi, they would be a counterweight to the Likud- 
supporting Sephardim. At the very least. Mr. Wallach is an 
ignoramus of the first water about matters Israeli. 

But the allegations, although they were plainly not meant to 
be allegations, made by Mr. Wallach. who presumably got 
them from Mr. Rappaport, will not go away by Mr. Peres and 
his entourage blandly brushing them off as complete nonsense. 
Nor wil] the smoking gun presented by the insouciant Mr.

and the Arabs in particular, the rest 
of the world considers us no better, 
and often worse. The tallies of the 
number of Palestinians who have 
been killed in the riots, the hospital 
scenes of Arab youths who have 
been beaten by soldiers, and the 
explicit orders issued by the defence 
minister are very persuasive evi- 
dence that Israel has Jost any claim, 
to morality. » 
Of course. any army is violent, 
and its purpose is to kill, or to in- 
timidate by threatening to kill, but 
gratuitous violence has always been 
considered anathema to the IDF. 


MANY OLDER Israelis still cling 
to the images of the [DF's values as 
exemplified in the 1967 Six Day 
War. 3 

After the war, the compilation of 
interviews with soldiers, known as 


* Siah Lohamim (published in En- 


glish as The Seventh Day} became a 
classic. Despite the victory in the 
war of survival, the soldiers who 
were interviewed for this book did 
not gloat about their victory. Rath- 
er, they spoke in muted terms of the 
tragedy of the Arab-Israeli conflict, 
and of their friends who died rather 
than shoot indiscriminately into ci- 
vilian areas. The enemy is portrayed 
in heman terms, rather than as an 
abstraction. 

For many, the violations of the 
tradition of tohar ha’neshek (purity 
of arms) that goes back to the days 
of the Palmah, are, however wide- 
spread, still deviations ‘from the 
norm. 

Indeed, the internal criticism of 
the bombing of Beirut, the massive 
Peace Now rally after Sabra and

We have to take 
care that present and future genera- 
tions of Israelis can live in a land of 
peace and become a proud nation 
based on ethics. morals and know!- 
edge as well as economic strength, 
maybe in a smaller country, but ἃ 
stronger and more responsible one. 


The visit of Secretary Shultz is an 


historic event. If the Likud takes a 
fesponsible approach to the prob- 
lem within the government and in 
negotiations with Shultz, our future 
can be secured and life in Israel 
peaceful. 

If this opportunity is missed, a 
complete political vacuum will re- 
sult. We must not forget that under- 
standing, assistance. military 
Strength and international political 
support all come from the U.S. 
There is no other nation in the world 
which is treated the way Israel is by 
the U.S. What would we be without 
them? A small country and people, 
a weak nation surrounded by ene- 
mies who endanger our very exis- 
tence. Do we not also have an obli- 
gation to future generations of 
Israelis to ensure that we have a 
strong, free and respected state in- 
Stead of what we see today? 

History. will judge the present 
leadership by the outcome of the 
negotiations with Secretary Shultz. 
Let us pray that sanity will return to 
the House of Israel and that Secre- 
tary Shultz and his entourage will 
teturn with success to our friends 
and only allies, the people of the 
United States, to the benefit of Isra- 
el and the rest of the world as well.

of the riots in the Golan 

Heights showed an Israeli police of- 
ficer, at the height of the riots. risk 
injury to protect a child who had 
been exposed to tear gas. This is the 
image we would prefer to have of 
ourselves, and on the basis of which 
we distinguished ourselves from our 
enemies. 


THE QUESTION is not which im- 
age is correct. Psychologically, these 
contrary perceptions can exist sim- 
ultaneously. Indeed, both can also be 
supported by the available evi- 
dence. Israel both surrounds the 
‘Palestinians and is itself surrounded 
by the Arab and Islamic world. The 
IDF may now be militarily stronger 
than the Arabs. and is of course far 
more powerful than the Palestin- 
ians,. but a return to the 1967 situa- 
tion, combined with a surprise at- 
tack similar to that of 1973. could 
threaten national integrity. Israel 
has paid ἃ high price in wars it did 


hot seek and in the daily threat of 


terrorism which has touched every 
Israeli family. and this has created 
an extensive perception of 
vulnerability. 

It is important, however, to ac- 
knowledge the existence of both sets 
of perceptions. As fong as one pre- 
dominates and the other is denied or 
not even recognized. there is no ba- 
sis for understanding or dialogue. In 
Israel, there is considerable recogni- 
tion of the dominant Palestinian 
Arab perceptions among groups 
such as Peace Now and the political 

fies on the left. However, the 
Palestinians, their supporters, and, 
increasingly. the journalists who 
cover the “disturbances.” deny the 
validity and are often entirely un- 
aware of the dominant Israeli 
perceptions. 

Under these conditions, mutual 
accommodation and dialogue is not 


COMPENSATION FOR ARABS AND JEWS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — In Miche! Zlotowshi’s inter- 
view of the PLO’s Ibrahim Souss 
(January 29). the latter is quoted as 
saying: “But how could we Palesti- 
nians accept, even if you had rights 
over this Jand. that you would come 
and steal it from us? ... It would 
create a revolution if an Israeli lead- 
er Were to rise and declare that Israel 
is ready to compensate us for the 
despoiled Palestinian properties: the 
houses, the land. the bank 
accounts... Otherwise. why should 
we be e: to repay Jews who 
lived in Arab countries for what they 
have Jost?” 

Well, Mr. Souss need wait no 
longer. On October 26, 1987, the 
Knesset adopted a resolution, sup- 
ported by parties representing 100 
out of its 120 members, which stated 
inter alia: “Israel, for its part, has 
made jt known that, within the 
framework of a peace settlement, it 
will be prepared to compensate the 


Arabs who left Israel.” The World 
Organization of Jews from Arab 
Countries noted this decision with 
approval in the resolutions it passed 
in its Washington conference on 
October 28, 1987, and the 3151 
World Zionist Congress meeting in 
Jerusalem last December expressed 
“its satisfaction and complete sup- 
port of the resolution passed in the 
Knesset.” ᾿ 
So, can we now expect Mr. Souss 
to advocate repaying Jews who lived 
in Arab countries for what they have 
lost? We would welcome an Arab 
leader rising and declaring that this is 
50, especially as most of the Arab 
left at the behest of their 
leaders to facilitate the destruction 
of Israel, whereas the 600,000 Jews 
expelled from the Arab countries 
and robbed of all their jons 
and 2,500-year-old heritage had nev- 
er been disloyal to their countries of
